But as the city solicitor has pointed out 
even before a by-law could be submitted 
to the ratepeayers, permission would have 
to be obtained from the Legislature. This is 
under the civic refunding arrangements | 
made a few years-ago.. The Legislature 
might or might not grant such permission. 
At any rate, the city’s application could not 
come before the Legislature until next 
spring. This would mean no possibility of 
starting construction on a municipally- 
financed arena until nearly a year from now, | 


Against the proposal for civic financing, | 
Mr. Olson, who financed and operated the 
arena recently destroyed, has put up $125,- 
000 for a new arena to be operated on a | 
straight business basis. All he asks-from | 
the city is a 10-year concession on taxes and 
water rates, and that the city sell him for 
$1 a site—one of the many pieces of idle prop- 
erty it now holds and on which it is collect- | 
ing no taxes. He says he is prepared to | 
start building as soon as he is granted a per- 
mit. The taxpayers would be called on to 
put up no money, to take no risk. 

The city has nothing to lose in accepting 
Mr. Olson's offer. He is willing to gamble 
$125,000 on the prospects of making a suc 
cess. “It isnot every day that a man-is:to be 
found willing to venture that much money | 
on such an enterprise in a-community of this 
size. There has been talk of the public put- 
ting up the money through a share-selling 
campaign. Outside of the cost and time in 
volved in such a campaign, how far will the 
public back its talk with cash? Just before 
the. war. there .was.an.claborately organized 
drive to finance an arena. It was able to 
get pledges for only a fraction of the money 
Zequited. 

Some organizations are urging construc- 
tion of a municipal auditorium and—sports 
centre in conjunction with the skating arena, 
the whole to cost around $500,000—a lot of 
money to earn carrying charges on. Such 
an auditorium and a sports centre would be | 
real civic assets. / If Mr, Olson were enabled | 
to proceed with his skating rink now, there | 
would be nothing to prevent the city from 
undertaking the other structures whenever 
it can raise the money itself or is given 
federal aid for this purpose after the war. 
However, a rink for hockey and skating is 
wanted now and it should not have to wait 
on the other projects—which might be in- | 
definitely.. 

*¥rom the experience of other ice arenas, 
hockey is their financial mainstay, Success 
in this is largely a matter of ‘promiotion 
ability and showmanship. Are the,city tax- 
payers prepared to gamble even $125,000 | 
of their money on the possibility of city em- 
ployees excelling in this way and to face the 
prospects of making up annual deficits if 
they fail? ‘These are very much questions | 
with a large question mark. We prefer, es- 
pecially at this time, to let Mr. Olson gamble 
his $125,000.

ANTI-PASTEURIZATION 
CAMPAIGN 


A booklet by W. E. Holder 
M.E., entitled; “Truth Shall Pre 
vail,” as to the causes of the na 
tion's ill-health, is a pseudo-scien 
tific attack on the pasteurization 
of milk, In the introduction to| 
this booklet I am credited yay 
having “inspired the- above title, 
and what purports to be the text 
of a letter to mysetf “ts “quoted: 
On March 27 I wrote to Mr. 
Holder protesting strongly 
against this introduction. In the 
first place because he had used} 
my fname and correspondence 
with him without advising me 
of his intention.to do 60, and, in 
the second place because the quo- | 
tation is only partial and ex-| 
tremely misleading, as is also | 
the suggestion that I endorsed | 
his attitude-by expressing the} 
opinion that “Truth Shall Pre- 
vail.” 

The actual facts from my point 
of view are these: 

A couple of years ago this} 
gentleman wrote me asking me 
to supply him with a sample of 
Quebec City water, which he 
wished to test for its metallic | 
content. This I did, and later re-| 
ceived advice from him that our 
local water had a lower metallic | 
content than any other city water 
he had tested, Sometime later I 
received a brochure from him, in 
which he sought to establish 
milk as a cause of cancer and 
other diseases. As a matter of 
courtesy I acknowledged receipt 
of this material in a letter to 
which he refers in his latest pub 
lication. In it I said that the in 
formation was important if pro- 
perly established, but that he 
should..tirst..win his case with 
the medical profession before 
turning to open discussion, a pro 
cedure which could only lead 
newspapers into violent con 
troversy, and expose them to the 
antagonism -of advertisers who 
are conducting legitimate busi 
nesses, 

I then heard nothing from Mr 
Hrolder°unti? T got a letter from 
him-advising me that he was to 
address an  anti-pasteurization 
meeting.in the town of St. Hya- 
cinthe, and suggesting that I 
should send a reporter to cover 
this event. Under any circum 
stances we would not have sent a 
reporter to ‘another part of the 
province for a meeting of this 
kind, but I told Mr. Holder 
frankly that we ourselves firmly 
believed in pasteurization, and 
are trying to make it compulsory 
in the province of Quebec as in 
the. province of Ontario, again 
suggesting to him that he ought 
to secure acceptance of his 
theories by scientists and mem- 
bers of the medical profession be 
fore trying to disturb public opin 
ion 

As a result of all this Mr. Hol 
der has produced the booklet to 
which I have taken. exception, 
not as to the contents on. which 
I am not qualified to pass judg- 
ment, but as to his damaging and 
unfair exploitation of personal 
eorrespondence with myself. I 
make these explahations in order 
that you will understand the situ- 
ation and be better able to appre 
ciate the merits of Mr, Holder's 
campaign in case you received 
his booklet.

Spain Gets Credit 
For Staying Neutral 


From Italy. one turns naturally 
to Spain some people think 
our foreign policy toward Spain 
is best expressed by drawing 
comical or even rude caricatures 
of General Franco, but I think 
there is more to it than that 
When the present Ambassador to 
Spain, Sir Samuel Hoare, went 
to Madrid almost exactly four 
years ago next month, we ar 
ranged to keep his airplane wait 
ing-on the airfield as it seemed 
almost certain that Spain . .

mans in the war against Britain 

Indeed, at this time the Ger-

IN OLD ENGLAND 


More than half a century ago, 
a traveler came back from Ceylon 
with a report about the worms 
known as “leeches.” Here, in 
short form, is what he said: 

“In some forests and marshy 
jungles — especially near river 
banks—it is impossible to take a 
step without being attacked by 
|them. ‘They creep along the 
ground, seeking food. They are 
on every bush and tree, and often 
drop on the head or neck of a 
person passing by.” 

To this day that island near 
India has a great number of 
leeches. They are used by some 
of the doctors there. At an eye- 
hospital in Colombo, Ceylon, it i& 


ja revular thing for a person with

for people to “call the leech” when 

they were sick. , 

‘The widespread use of leeches 
was kept up by doctors well into 
the past century. The writer tells 
us that France imported 57,500,- 
000 leeches for this purpose in a 
single year—1832. 

The “medical leech” has a 
youth with small teeth. If 2 
modern doctor wishes to take 
blood from a patient, he can do 
it better with a hollow needle 
than with a leech.
